Minister Farrakhan gives guidance, direction on reparations fight

DETROIT —The Honorable Minister Louis Farra¬ 
khan and the Nation of Islam are no strangers in the 
fight for the freedom and liberation of Black people in 
the United States and abroad. 

Theirs is a proven track record of consistent and 
tireless dedication, work and sacrifice in the face of 
vehement opposition and attacks from those fright¬ 
ened by the rise of Black people or still psychologi¬ 
cally and emotionally wedded to their oppressors. 

Yet in this critical time Blacks must understand 
what freedom looks like, how they must be repaired 
inwardly, what reparations truly means and how inor¬ 
dinate ego and vanity of leadership is the worst enemy 
of the rise of Black people, the Minister told a packed 
audience at Bert’s Marketplace during a critical June 
22 message as part of the 30th Annual National Con¬ 


vention for the National Coalition of Blacks for Repa¬ 
rations in America (N’COBRA) held in Detroit. 

Black people are the Original People of the plan¬ 
et and from them came all others so in this hour of 
death, destruction and confusion, the resurrection of 
the Black man and woman of America and the world 
is a necessity, said Min. Farrakhan. 

“Until we are resurrected, meaning brought back to 
our original state and place, the nations of the earth 
will not find order. The order comes from justice,” the 
Minister explained in his opening remarks. Delving 
into scripture, Min. Farrakhan pointed to the book of 
Revelations in the Bible where an angel is riding on a 
black horse and it was justice. 

“When we are purified from our 400-year sojourn 
under an enemy then we can purify everything else 
that came from us. Then it will be one world again 
and peace will reign because the Black man is awake, 
is resurrected, is restored, is repaired and is back on 
his post as the Original Man, the Cream of the planet 
earth and the absolute God of the Universe.” 


This year’s N’COBRA convention came as part of 
a national debate on reparations for Black people in 
America who are the descendants of kidnapped and 
enslaved Africans. In addition, Blacks have been sub¬ 
jected to centuries of government sponsored terrorism, 
torture, oppression and the systematic dismantling of 
an entire people whose progeny suffer from these his¬ 
toric and current wrongs. 

Full repair and freedom for Black people is need¬ 
ed but it will not come at the hands of the enemy of 
Black people, the Minister explained throughout his 
message. 

As a longtime friend and ally of Black Nationalist 
and Pan-African liberation activists and groups, it was 
fitting that Min. Farrakhan delivered the keynote ad¬ 
dress at N’COBRA in Detroit, birthplace of the Nation 
of Islam, the Republic of New Afrika, Shrine of the 
Black Madonna and home to many Black and African- 
centered cultural and ideological movements and lu¬ 
minaries.

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Slamming ‘corruption’ that has allowed rampant 
abuse, Warren releases plan to ban private prisons

Calling the federal government’s 
close ties with for-profit prison operators 
“corruption,” Sen. Elizabeth Warren re¬ 
leased her plan to ban private prisons 
should she win the presidency in 2020. 

The Massachusetts Democrat’s pro¬ 
posal focused on the massive growth in 
the private prison industry over the last 
two decades. In that time, the govern¬ 
ment has turned a blind eye to human 
rights abuses within private detention 
centers, the price gouging companies 
like Core Civic and Geo Group subject 
inmates to, and as lawmakers have en¬ 
riched their campaigns through their rela¬ 
tionships with those companies—making 
the enforcement of any restrictions im¬ 
possible. 

‘We didn’t get here by chance,” War¬ 
ren wrote in a Medium post. ‘Washington 
works hand-in-hand with private prison 
companies, who spend millions on lobby¬ 
ists, campaign contributions, and revolv¬ 
ing-door hires—all to turn our criminal 
and immigration policies into ones that 
prioritize making them rich instead of 
keeping us safe.” 

Warren explained how she would ban 
private, for-profit prisons; stop contractors 
from charging fees for essential services; 
and ensure oversight of how detention 
centers operate. 

The senator wrote that after ending 
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offers concrete policies to help us get 
there.” 

Warren pointed to former White 
House Chief of Staff John Kelly’s new 
role as a member of the board at Cali- 
bum International, whose subsidiary 
operates the largest detention center for 
unaccompanied migrant children, as one 
example of the corruption deeply embed¬ 
ded in the operation of for-profit prisons 
and the need to shut them down. 

“Calibum has profited directly off of 
the Trump administration’s inhumane im¬ 
migration policies—while children at [Cal- 
iburton’s detention center] are reportedly 
kept in unsanitary, prison-like conditions, 
often for months,” wrote Warren. “Now 
John Kelly is cashing in, too.” 

“This is just the latest example of 
private prison companies wringing 
billions out of federal taxpayers,” she 
added. 

Private prison operators like Calibum, 
GEO Group, and CoreCivic spend mil¬ 
lions on lobbying and campaign contri¬ 
butions to politicians like President Don¬ 
ald Trump, who received hundreds of 


thousands of dollars from the industry in 
2016. The private prison sector’s inmate 
population grew at five times the rate of 
the overall prison population from 2000 
to 2016. 

Trump’s aggressive anti-immigration 
agenda has also been a boon for the in¬ 
dustry, as Kelly’s involvement in Calibum 
demonstrates. CoreCivic and Geo Group 
raked in at least $800 million in 2018 in 
government contracts to transport and 
detain migrant children under Trump’s 
detention policies. 

‘These companies got their biggest 
break yet when Donald Trump landed in 
the White House,” wrote Warren. “With 
Trump, private prison companies saw 
their chance to run the same playbook 
for our immigration system. They poured 
money into lobbying for ‘alternatives’ to 
ICE detention centers. And boy, did it 
pay off. Private detention centers have 
made millions implementing Trump's 
cruel immigration policies, as the number 
of detained children quintupled in just a 
single year. Today 73 percent of detained 
immigrants are held in private detention

facilities.” 

Close relations with the government 
have also helped the private prison in¬ 
dustry to explode and essentially govern 
itself by its own rules in order to increase 
its profits—all with minimal oversight 
thanks to a loophole in FOIA which ex¬ 
empts private prisons from the trans¬ 
parency federal and state prisons are 
subject to. 


The secrecy with which these facili¬ 
ties operate, Warren wrote, has resulted 
in human rights abuses including the ille¬ 
gal overuse of solitary confinement as a 
space-saving measure, a higher rate of 
assault than at public prisons, and under 
Trump’s immigration agenda, the deaths 
of children in privately-run detention cen¬ 
ters. 

Warren wrote that she plans to close 
the FOIA loophole and appoint an in¬ 
dependent prison conditions monitor to 
work in the Justice Department’s Office 
of the Inspector General. The monitor 
would be charged with making sure all 
prisons operate safely, without cutting 
comers, and would terminate their opera¬ 
tion if they fall short. 

“Washington hands billions over to 
corporations profiting off of inhumane 
detention and incarceration policies while 
ignoring the families that are destroyed in 
the process,” Warren wrote. ‘We need 
to call that out for what it is: corruption. 
Incarcerating and detaining millions for 
profit doesn’t keep us safe. It’s time to do 
better.”

unaccompanied migrant children, as one 
example of the corruption deeply embed¬ 
ded in the operation of for-profit prisons 
and the need to shut them down. 

“Calibum has profited directly off of 
the Trump administration’s inhumane im¬ 
migration policies—while children at [Cal- 
iburton’s detention center] are reportedly 
kept in unsanitary, prison-like conditions, 
often for months,” wrote Warren. “Now 
John Kelly is cashing in, too.” 

“This is just the latest example of 
private prison companies wringing 
billions out of federal taxpayers," she 
added. 

Private prison operators like Calibum, 
GEO Group, and CoreCivic spend mil¬ 
lions on lobbying and campaign contri¬ 
butions to politicians like President Don¬ 
ald Trump, who received hundreds of 


Trump’s aggressive anti-immigration 
agenda has also been a boon for the in¬ 
dustry, as Kelly’s involvement in Calibum 
demonstrates. CoreCivic and Geo Group 
raked in at least $800 million in 2018 in 
government contracts to transport and 
detain migrant children under Trump’s 
detention policies. 

“These companies got their biggest 
break yet when Donald Trump landed in 
the White House,” wrote Warren. ‘With 
Trump, private prison companies saw 
their chance to run the same playbook 
for our immigration system. They poured 
money into lobbying for ‘alternatives’ to 
ICE detention centers. And boy, did it 
pay off. Private detention centers have 
made millions implementing Trump’s 
cruel immigration policies, as the number 
of detained children quintupled in just a 
single year. Today 73 percent of detained 
immigrants are held in private detention

facilities."

assault than at public prisons, and under 
Trump’s immigration agenda, the deaths 
of children in privately-run detention cen¬ 
ters.

Buttigieg criticized by lawyer for family of slain Black man 


INDIANAPOLIS— A lawyer for 
the family of a Black man fatally shot 
by a White police officer in the Indiana 
city where Pete Buttigieg is mayor has 
accused the Democratic presidential 
candidate of failing to be aggressive 
enough in setting rules to curb police 
misconduct. 

Attorney Brian Coffman said he's 
preparing a federal civil rights lawsuit 
against the city of South Bend on behalf 
of the family of 54-year-old Eric Logan, 
who was shot by an officer June 16. 

“It is overall total acceptance of this 
behavior by the South Bend Police De¬ 
partment and the city itself,” Atty. Coff¬ 
man said in an interview. 

Mr. Logan’s death prompted Mr. 
Buttigieg to temporarily cancel much of 
his out-of-state campaigning and drew 
attention to his struggles appealing to 
Black voters. Mr. Buttigieg returned 
to campaigning June 21 with a trip to 
Miami, but skipped a South Carolina 
event attended by 21 other Democratic 


presidential candidates to fly home for an 
evening community march. South Bend is 
a city of about 100,000 people 150 miles 
north of Indianapolis. 

Authorities have said Sgt. Ryan O’Neill 
was looking for a man reportedly breaking 
into cars about 3:30 a.m. when he fired one 
shot that hit Mr. Logan and another that 
missed after Mr. Logan threatened him with 
a knife. 

Mr. Logan's family and others in the 
Black community have reacted with anger 
over no video existing of the confrontation 
because Sgt. O’Neill’s dash and body cam¬ 
eras weren’t activated. 

Mr. Buttigieg, who became mayor in 
2012, said he was “extremely frustrated” 
that Sgt. O’Neill’s body camera wasn’t 
turned on. On June 18, he directed his po¬ 
lice chief to remind officers of a department 
policy that cameras must be on during any 
interaction with civilians. 

Prosecutor’s office investigators said 
Sgt. O'Neill’s body camera wasn’t auto¬ 
matically activated because he was driving

slowly without emergency lights while look¬ 
ing through an apartment building parking 
lot for someone possibly breaking into cars. 

Atty. Coffman said he believed Mayor 
Buttigieg was trying to now say the right 
things, but that such actions should’ve been 
taken before. 

“Thafs just being reactive, it’s not being 
proactive and making sure this never hap¬ 
pened and having rules in place for South 
Bend police officers and body cameras,” 
Atty. Coffman said. 


Mayor’s office spokesman Mark 
Bode declined to comment June 21 on 
Atty. Coffman’s remarks or the potential 
lawsuit, saying the city was awaiting re¬ 
sults of the investigation being overseen 
by the county prosecutor. 

Mr. Logan didn’t have any convic¬ 
tions for serious violent crimes, but was 
released from prison in June 2018 after 
serving a sentence for a 2009 conviction 
in South Bend on three felony counts of 
dealing cocaine or narcotics, according 
to Indiana Department of Correction 
records. 

Mr. Logan’s family believes a federal 
investigation of the shooting should be 
sought, rather than relying on one over¬ 
seen by the county prosecutor’s office, 
which works closely with the city police 
department, or a police internal review, 
Atty. Coffman said. 

“It is very tough to believe the left 
arm of a police department telling you 
what the right arm did wrong,” he said.

Ten years after Oscar Grant, III 
was killed by a White officer on a 
Bay Area Rapid Transit (BART) 
District platform, his family copes 
by pouring out their blood, sweat 
and tears to aid others suffering 
similar losses. And, his name and 
legacy live through their commit¬ 
ment and service to young Black 
men like Oscar, young women and 
the cause of justice. 

The 22-year-old was immortal¬ 
ized in award-winning Bay Area 
filmmaker Ryan Coogler’s film 
“Fruitvale,” named after the sub¬ 
way station platform on which he 
was fatally shot in the back by Jo¬ 
hannes Mehserle. Oscar was sub¬ 
dued on the station platform New 
Year’s Day 2009, and his killer in¬ 
sisted the shooting was an accident. 
The BART security officer said he 
reached for his gun instead of a 
taser. With the trial moved from 
Oakland, a Los Angeles County 
jury convicted Mr. Mehserle of 


involuntary manslaughter in July 
2010. 

The tragedy, captured on cell 
phone and other video, stunned the 
nation. 

But in early June, the young 
Black father’s family celebrated 
the unveiling of “Long Live Os¬ 
car Grant,” a mural painted by lo¬ 
cal artist Senay “Refa One” Alke- 
bulan. “Oscar Grant III Way” was 
also unveiled that same day. The 
mural is located on a west exterior 
wall by the bus area of Fruitvale 
Station and cost $38,000. “Oscar 
Grant III Way,” an unnamed road 
in front of the station runs about 
one block long. 

“It’s been 10 years since the 
death of Oscar Grant and BART 
worked closely with his family to 
create a lasting tribute and provide 
a place for reflection at the Fruit¬ 
vale Station,” said BART Director 
Lateefah Simon in a press state¬ 
ment. 

“It’s still hard,” admits Oscar’s 
mother. 

“I’m really working to try to 
help other mothers so they don’t 
have to go through what I went 


through, trying to turn my pain into 
some type of purpose so that other 
mothers won’t have to face what 
I’m facing by having the loss of my 
son,” said Wanda Johnson. 

Through the Oscar Grant, III 
Foundation, she works to help edu¬ 
cate Oakland youth through tutor¬ 
ing, providing college scholarships 
in her son’s name, and offers recre¬ 
ation and athletics through the Os¬ 
car Grant Bailers youth basketball 
league. She also lobbies lawmakers 
and others as an advocate for police 
accountability. 

Oscar loved basketball, said his 
mother, so the family felt starting a 
team in his name would be fitting. 
“We didn’t know what we were do¬ 
ing. We just gave it a shot, and have 
been doing it for five years now,” 
she said. 

The first year was rough, but 
now there are 40 players on three 
different teams, added Ms. John¬ 
son. “It’s really been fun to watch. 
They’ve graduated from the team. 
They’ve graduated from high 
school. They’re in college now, 
some of them, and it’s just amazing 
to watch,” she said. 


One former player attends Dart¬ 
mouth College in New Hampshire, 
and three others attend schools in 
the University of California sys¬ 
tem. 

“It has given me a sense of peace 
from the pain that I’m facing these 
10 years .... We need to hold of¬ 
ficers accountable for their actions, 
and not just accountable, but we 
need to really rethink the way that 
we hire officers; rethink the way 
that they are. trained,” Ms. Johnson 
told The Final Call.

Tatiana, Oscar’s 15-year-old 
daughter, played on the OG Bailers 
girl’s basketball team last year, said 
her grandmother. “We try to keep 
her busy doing things to keep her 
time filled, because it has impacted 
her. She has felt particular ways, 
because her cousins and her friends 
have fathers at home, but she really 
doesn’t have her real dad at home, 
and so it affects her, hearing people 
talk about it,” said Ms. Johnson. 

Her great uncle, Cephus “Uncle

“They’ve never all had any real 
voice that they can really share be¬ 
cause their pain just to them is still 
so raw. But Tatiana, this year, was 
able to bring them all up on the 
stage which is a big, big achieve¬ 
ment in itself,” he continued. 

When asked what they thought 
of the mural and street naming, 
one of Oscar’s friends replied, “I’d 
rather not be here.” He would rath¬ 
er have Oscar alive.

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Former Egyptian president dies in state custody

Controversy and uncertainty sur¬ 
round the death of former Egyptian 
President Mohamed Morsi and the 
future of the Muslim Brotherhood, a 
movement in which he was a leading 
figure. Mr. Morsi died after collapsing 
during a courtroom appearance in Cai¬ 
ro. He was 67 years old. 

The Egyptian government offered 
no immediate cause for his death June 
17 but state-run media reported he died 
from a heart attack. Officials said no 
injuries were apparent on Mr. Morsi’s 
body. The United Nations, and rights 
groups, however, called for Egypt to 
conduct an impartial investigation into 
his death and conditions under which 
he was imprisoned. 

There were also charges that when 
Mr. Morsi collapsed in a glass cage in 
court, it took between 20-40 minutes 
before any action was taken to assist 
him. 

“The call is a legitimate call,” U.S.- 
based human rights advocate Mauri 
Saalakhan told The Final Call. He pre¬ 
dicts any Egyptian government probe 
would be a whitewash and nothing 
would come out of it 

“In my opinion, Mohammad 
Morsi’s experience is what we in the 
human rights community refer to as 
execution by medical neglect” added 
Mr. Saalakhan. 

According to Human Rights 
Watch, Mr. Morsi suffered diabetes, 
hypertension, liver disease, and was 
held in solitary confinement 23 hours 
a day, while being denied proper med¬ 
ical treatment. 

Mr. Saalakhan said it was well- 


emment that is favored by the United 
States, is favored by the state of Israel,” 
Mr. Saalakhan said. That favor blunts 
criticism of many of the actions taken 
by Egypt. 

Experts say central to U.S.-Egyp- 
tian relations is the divide between 
Arab monarchies like Saudi Arabia, 
Jordan and the United Arab Emir¬ 
ates on one side and Iran on the other. 
Egypt openly sides with America and 
the Gulf States. At the time of Mr. 
Morsi’s death, he was in court answer¬ 
ing charges of alleged espionage for 
the Palestinian Hamas movement. 

Turkish President Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan, a close ally of Mr. Morsi, 
said he was “killed in prison” and in¬ 
tends to raise 
the case during 
the G20 sum¬ 
mit slated for 
Osaka, Japan 
in late June.

So far America has been relatively 
quiet on the Morsi death and there is an 
active campaign against the Muslim 
Brotherhood, now banned in Egypt. 
Mr. Morsi led the Freedom and Justice 
Party, the Brotherhood’s political wing. 

In April, after a White House meet¬ 
ing with President al-Sisi, President 
Donald Trump said he supported 
designating the Muslim Brotherhood 
a “Foreign Terrorist Organization.” 
Regional observers called the label un¬ 
warranted because the group had dis¬ 
avowed violence and actively engages 
in democratic processes and social ser¬ 
vice work. 

It’s unclear what the “Foreign Ter¬ 
rorist Organization” designation would 
have on American 
humanitarian orga¬ 
nizations with links 
to the Brotherhood. 

Mr. Saalakhan 
said the Muslim 
Brotherhood is a 


cratically elected president and led 
Egypt for one year after winning 2012 
elections that marked the end of the 
29-year autocracy of his predecessor 
Hosni Mubarak, who was forced to 
resign in 2011. Amid turmoil and pro¬ 
tests against Mr. Morsi’s leadership, his 
government was overthrown in 2013 
by Mr. al-Sisi, who was then Egypt’s 
defense minister. He went on to be¬ 
come president in 2014 as the military 
took power. 

Renewed persecutions and crack¬ 
downs came with the military coup 
against Mr. Morsi. 

The Muslim Brotherhood is con¬ 
fronting its most serious challenge to 
its existence, said Robert Riggs, asso¬ 
ciate professor of religion and politics 
at the University of Bridgeport in Con¬ 
necticut, to The Media Line, an inter¬ 
net-based publication. 

“In Egypt, the Muslim brotherhood 
has been outlawed as an organization, 
something not done since the time of 


whether its imprisonment or death ... 
Morsi will not be the last,” predicted 
Mr. Saalakhan. 

When the decision was made to 
launch a coup and end the Morsi gov¬ 
ernment, amid charges of Muslim 
Brotherhood power grabs and a re¬ 
sponse to the Arab Spring, most of the 
movement’s leaders and activists who 
remained in Egypt were imprisoned. 

The group can’t readily be dis¬ 
missed, although there are internal 
conflicts, say observers. Some younger 
members are seeking a new direction, 
they said. 

An article in the May 31 Al-Moni- 
tor reported that a document emerged 
from inside Tora Prison from younger 
Muslim Brotherhood members jailed 
since the 2013 crackdowns offering 
“intellectual reviews” about their ideas 
in exchange for a presidential pardon.

The United Nations, and rights 
groups, however, called for Egypt to 
conduct an impartial investigation into 
his death and conditions under which 
he was imprisoned. 

There were also charges that when 
Mr. Morsi collapsed in a glass cage in 
court, it took between 20-40 minutes 
before any action was taken to assist 
him. 

“The call is a legitimate call,” U.S.- 
based human rights advocate Mauri 
Saalakhan told The Final Call. He pre¬ 
dicts any Egyptian government probe 
would be a whitewash and nothing 
would come out of it 

“In my opinion, Mohammad 
Morsi’s experience is what we in the 
human rights community refer to as 
execution by medical neglect” added 
Mr. Saalakhan. 

According to Human Rights 
Watch, Mr. Morsi suffered diabetes, 
hypertension, liver disease, and was 
held in solitary confinement 23 hours 
a day, while being denied proper med¬ 
ical treatment. 

Mr. Saalakhan said it was well- 
known that Mr. Morsi was serving 
time in “sub-par” prison conditions. 
In March 2018, British parliamentari¬ 
ans warned Egypt that the prison con¬ 
ditions could lead to his “premature 
death.” 

“Mohamad Morsi was a political 
prisoner on steroids,” said Mr. Saal¬ 
akhan. “He suffered the type of condi¬ 
tions that political prisoners in that part 
of the world routinely suffer.” 

The International Covenant on 
Economic, Social and Cultural Rights, 
which Egypt signed on to, is supposed 
to guarantee prisoners the highest stan¬ 
dards of physical and mental health 
care. 

“The repressive Egyptian gov¬ 
ernment that’s in place now is a gov¬ 


ernment that is favored by the United 
States, is favored by the state of Israel,” 
Mr. Saalakhan said. That favor blunts 
criticism of many of the actions taken 
by Egypt 

Experts say central to U.S.-Egyp- 
tian relations is the divide between 
Arab monarchies like Saudi Arabia, 
Jordan and the United Arab Emir¬ 
ates on one side and Iran on the other.

Members 
were jailed, exiled and killed over the 
decades.

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UN: Nearly 71 million now displaced by war, violence at home 


GENEVA—A record 71 million people 
have been displaced worldwide by war, per¬ 
secution and other violence, the UN refugee 
agency said June 19, an increase of more than 
two million from a year earlier—and an over¬ 
all total that would amount to the world’s 20th 
most populous country. 

The annual “Global Trends” report released 
by the UN High Commissioner for Refugees 
counts the number of the world’s refugees, asy¬ 
lum-seekers and internally displaced people at 
the end of 2018. 

The figures, came on the eve of World Ref¬ 
ugee Day on June 20 and are bound to add fuel 
to a debate at the intersection of international 
law, human rights and domestic politics, espe¬ 
cially the movement in some countries, includ¬ 
ing the U.S., against immigrants and refugees. 

Launching the report, the high commis¬ 
sioner, Filippo Grandi, had a message for U.S. 
President Donald Trump and other world lead¬ 
ers, calling it “damaging” to depict migrants 
and refugees as threats to jobs and security in 
host countries. Often, they are fleeing insecu¬ 
rity and danger themselves, he said. 

The report also puts a statistical skeleton 
onto often-poignant individual stories of peo¬ 
ple struggling to survive by crossing rivers, 
deserts, seas, fences and other barriers, natural 
and man-made, to escape government oppres¬ 
sion, gang killings, sexual abuse, militia mur¬ 
ders and other such violence at home. 

UNHCR said 70.8 million people were 
forcibly displaced at the end of last year, up 
from about 68.5 million in 2017—and nearly a 
65 percent increase from a decade ago. Among 
them, nearly three in five people—or more 
than 41 million—are displaced within their 
home countries. 

“The global trends, once again unfortu¬ 
nately, go in what I would say is the wrong di¬ 
rection,” Mr. Grandi told reporters in Geneva. 
“There are new conflicts, new situations, pro¬ 
ducing refugees, adding themselves to the old 
ones.

Four Indian troops killed in 
fresh Kashmir clashes 


Indian soldiers have engaged in a 
new gun battle with Kashmir fight¬ 
ers after a car bomb attack and other 
clashes left four soldiers and three 
militants dead in the disputed Hima¬ 
layan region over the past 48 hours. 

Colonel Rajesh Kalia, an Indian 
army spokesman said in a statement 
that a soldier and two armed men 
were killed in the latest shootout in 
the Anantnag area of Kashmir. 

Another two soldiers were killed 
and many more wounded when a re¬ 
mote-control car bomb hit an Indian 
military truck late June 17 in Pulwa- 
ma district, he added. 

According to Kalia, hours before 
the car bombing, a clash between sus¬ 
pected fighters and Indian forces left 
one soldier and one militant dead. 

In recent years, southern Kashmir 
has seen intense fighting between 
Indian forces and armed Kashmiri 
fighters, who are demanding inde¬ 
pendence for the Himalayan region. 
Over 100 have been killed in Indian- 
administered Kashmir this year in 
clashes with soldiers. 

India regularly accuses Pakistan of 
arming and training militants and al¬ 
lowing them across the restive fron¬ 


tier in an attempt to launch attacks. 
Pakistan strongly rejects the accusa¬ 
tion. 

Relations nosedived in February 
when over 40 Indian paramilitaries 
were killed in a bomb attack in Kash¬ 
mir. 

The Indian military conducted air- 
strikes inside Pakistan later in Febru¬ 
ary against what was said to be a mil¬ 
itant training camp belonging to the 
Pakistan-based Jaish-e-Mohammad 
(JeM) militant group. 

Pakistan retaliated and shot down 
an Indian fighter jet that it said had 
violated its airspace. It also captured 
an Indian pilot during that operation 
but released him shortly in a “peace 
gesture.” 

India has said Pakistan was to 
blame for the deaths of Indian troops 
in Kashmir, which is divided be¬ 
tween the two nuclear-armed states 
but is claimed in its entirety by both 
sides. Islamabad has denied any role 
in the bloodshed. 

Tensions have since been run¬ 
ning high between the two neigh¬ 
bors which have fought four wars 
since their partition in 1947, three of 
them over Kashmir.

(GIN)—Strike! That’s the 
sound of the world’s top two pro¬ 
ducers of cocoa who say they are 
suspending their sales for better 
prices. 

The governments of Ivory 
Coast and Ghana are trying this 
time-honored strategy to address 
the imbalance between farm¬ 
ers’ income and money made by 
foreign commodity markets who 
scoop up most of the profit. 

If the strategy sounds familiar, 
it’s the same one described in the 
Greek play “Lysistrata” where the 
women withheld affection from 
their husbands in order to secure 
peace and end the Peloponnesian 
War. 

Currently, most of the money 
does not reach the farmers who 
live in poverty. 


Globally, 85 percent of the 
market is controlled by compa¬ 
nies such as Kraft, Mars, and 
Nestle.

Christchurch District Court 
Judge Stephen O’Driscoll said 
that when questioned about the 
video, Mr. Arps had described it 
as “awesome” and had shown no 
empathy toward the victims. 

The judge said Mr. Arps had 
strong and unrepentant views 
about the Muslim community 
and had, in effect, committed a 
hate crime. The judge said Arps 
had compared himself to Rudolf 
Hess, a Nazi leader under Adolf 
Hitler. 

“Your offending glorifies and 
encourages the mass murder 
carried out under the pretext of 
religious and racial hatred,” the 


judge said. 

Judge O’Driscoll said Arps 
had sent the video to 30 asso¬ 
ciates. The judge said Mr. Arps 
also asked somebody to insert 
crosshairs and include a kill 
count in order to create an inter¬ 
net meme, although there was no 
evidence he’d shared the meme. 

Under New Zealand laws 
aimed at preventing the distribu¬ 
tion of objectionable material, 
Arps faced up to 14 years im¬ 
prisonment on each count. 

In other cases, at least five 
other people were also charged 
with illegally sharing the shoot¬ 
ing video. An 18-year-old was 
jailed in March while the others 
weren’t kept in custody. The teen 
is accused of sharing the video 
and an image of the A1 Noor 
mosque with the words “target 
acquired.” He is next due to ap¬ 
pear in court on July 31. 

The judge said Mr. Arps had 
argued he had a right to distrib¬ 
ute the video under the banner of 
freedom to pursue his political 
beliefs. 

Mr. Arps’ lawyer Anselm Wil¬ 
liams told the judge that Arps 


should not be sent to prison.

UNITED NATIONS (IPS)—' The United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency for Palestine 
Refugees in the Near East (UNRWA) has been 
forced to justify its existence at the United Na¬ 
tions ahead of a pledging conference later in 
June. 

UNRWA came under fire by Jason Green- 
blatt, U.S. Special Envoy for International Ne¬ 
gotiations, at a Security Council meeting in late 
May. 

Allegations and criticism raised by Green- 
blatt did little to aid the already precarious 
financial situation of the Agency. UNRWA 
recently held a press conference at the UN in 
an attempt to raise awareness—and funds for 
their work. 

The organization supports around 74 per¬ 
cent of Gaza’s population, and also has major 
operations in the West Bank and Jordan, where 
millions of Palestine refugees reside. The agen¬ 
cy provides food aid, social services, education 
and infrastructure. 

UNRWA requires $ 1.2 billion to fund all its 
operations in the coming year. However, fears 
have been raised regarding their ability to do 
so. Unless the agency is able to secure at least 
$60 million by the end of June, their ability to 
provide food aid to over 1 million Palestine 
refugees seems uncertain. 

The agency is funded predominantly by 
UN Member States, the European Union and 


emment and non-governmental organizations’ 
structures. 

In his explanation of the United States’ de¬ 
cision, he reaffirmed the country’s support of 
Israel, stating “the United States will always 
stand with Israel.” 

This prompted criticism that the decision to 
cease funding UNRWA was a political move, 
rather than for issues with the agency’s func¬ 
tioning. 

Peter Mulrean, director of UNRWA’s Rep¬ 
resentative Office in New York, said in a state¬ 
ment to IPS that “UNRWA regrets the U.S. de¬ 
cision to stop funding UNRWA after decades 
of being the Agency’s single largest donor and 
strong partner.”

Mr. Greenblatt claimed the politicization of 
UNRWA, despite its intended neutrality, meant 
“year after year, Palestinians in refugee camps 
were not given the opportunity to build any 
future; they were misled and used as political 
pawns and commodities instead of being treat¬ 
ed as human beings.” 

In his response, Mr. Mulrean said: “UNRWA 
is a UN humanitarian agency that has no politi¬ 
cal role in Palestine or anywhere else.” 

Despite this, UNRWA was asked at the 
press conference to respond to claims its mem¬ 
bers have involvement with Hamas after weap¬ 
ons were found stored in a school, and tunnels 
were located beneath multiple UNRWA educa¬ 
tional buildings. 

The agency noted its officials reported all 
such incidents, and measures were taken to re¬ 
move the weapons and close the tunnels. 

Criticism of UNRWA seems at odds with 
the Security Council’s stance on the agency.

Unless the agency is able to secure at least 
$60 million by the end of June, their ability to 
provide food aid to over 1 million Palestine 
refugees seems uncertain. 

The agency is funded predominantly by 
UN Member States, the European Union and 
regional governments. These sources contrib¬ 
ute 93 percent of funds. Private individuals and 
non-govemmental sources contributed over 
$17 million in 2018. 

Matthias Schmafe, director of UNRWA Op¬ 
erations in Gaza, noted at the press conference, 
“right now, strictly financially speaking, we 
don’t have the money to guarantee the opening 
of schools in the fall.” 

These financial concerns have laigely arisen 
following the United States’ refusal to continue 
funding the organization. Mr. Greenblatt justi¬ 
fied President Trump’s decision to the Security 
Council in May. 

“The UNRWA model has failed the Pales¬ 
tinian people,” he said, describing the agency 
as an “irredeemably flawed operation” and a 
“band-aid” solution. Instead, he proposed an

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu’s Cabinet convened in this hamlet June 
16 to inaugurate a new settlement named af¬ 
ter President Donald Trump in a gesture of 
appreciation for the U.S. leader’s recognition 
of Israeli sovereignty over the territory. 

The settlement isn’t exactly new. Cur¬ 
rently known as Bruchim, it is over 30 years 
old and has a population of 10 people. 

Israel is hoping the rebranded “Ramat 
Trump,” Hebrew for ‘Trump Heights,” will 
encourage a wave of residents to vastly ex¬ 
pand it. 

“It’s absolutely beautiful,” said U.S. Am¬ 
bassador David Friedman, who attended the 
June 16 ceremony. Noting that Mr. Trump 
celebrated his birthday on June 14, he said: “I 
can’t think of a more appropriate and a more 
beautiful birthday present.” 

Israel captured the Golan Heights from 
Syria in the 1967 Mideast war and annexed 
it in 1981. Most of the international com¬ 
munity considers the move illegal under 
international law. 

But during a visit to Washington by 
Mr. Netanyahu in March, just weeks be¬ 
fore Israeli elections, Mr. Trump signed an 
executive order recognizing the strategic 
mountainous plateau as Israeli territory. The 
decision, the latest in a series of diplomatic 
moves benefiting Israel, was widely ap¬ 
plauded in Israel. 

“Few things are more important to the 
security of the state of Israel than perma¬ 
nent sovereignty over the Golan Heights,” 
Mr. Friedman said. “It is simply obvious, it 
is indisputable and beyond any reasonable 
debate.” 

After the Cabinet decision. Prime Min¬ 
ister Netanyahu and Amb. Friedman un¬ 
veiled a sign trimmed in gold with the name 
“Trump Heights” and adorned with U.S. 
and Israeli flags. Mr. Trump retweeted pho¬ 
tos Amb. Friedman posted of the event and 
thanked Mr. Netanyahu “and the State of 


Israel for this great honor!” 

Addressing, the ceremony, Mr. Netan¬ 
yahu called Mr. Trump a “great friend” of 
Israel and described the Golan, which over¬ 
looks northern Israel, as an important stra¬ 
tegic asset. 

“The Golan Heights was and will al¬ 
ways be an inseparable part of our country 
and homeland,” he said. 

Developing Ramat Trump will not be 
easy. Ringed by high yellow grass and 
land mines, it is roughly 12 miles from the 
Syrian border and a half hour drive from 
the nearest Israeli town, Kiryat Shmona, a 
community of about 20,000 people near the 
Lebanese border. 

According to Israeli figures, almost 
50,000 people live in the Golan, including 
about 22,000 Jewish Israelis and nearly 
25,000 Arab Druze residents. 

While Israel has encouraged and pro¬ 
moted settlement in the Golan, its remote 
location, several hours from the economic 
center of Tel Aviv, has been an obstacle. The 
area is home to. small agriculture and tour¬ 
ism sectors but otherwise has little industry. 

The eight-year Syrian civil war, which at 
times has resulted in spillover fire into the 
Golan, also could present an obstacle to lur¬ 
ing new residents. 

Syria has demanded a return of the stra¬ 
tegic territory, which overlooks northern Is¬ 
rael, as part of any peace deal. After the dev¬ 
astating civil war in Syria, the prospects of 
peace talks with Israel anytime soon seem 
extremely low. 

Ramat Trump joins a handful of Israeli 
places named after American presidents, 
including a village for Harry S. Truman, 
who first recognized the Jewish state, and 
George W. Bush Plaza, a square the size of 
a modest living room in central Jerusalem. 

Following the decision to rename the 
community, developing the settlement still 
requires overcoming several additional bu¬ 
reaucratic obstacles. With Mr. Netanyahu 
running for re-election in the second na¬ 
tional election this year, it remains unclear 
whether he will be able to complete the task.

HARARE (IPS) —In late March Cyclone 
Idai carved a path of devastation across Zimba¬ 
bwe, Mozambique, and Malawi. It was the dead¬ 
liest cyclone to hit the region in more than a cen¬ 
tury; others have even referred to it as “Africa’s 
Hurricane Katrina.”

My country, Zimbabwe, has been receiving 
aid from all over the world. Our citizens also have 
taken it upon themselves to donate toward the 
needs of those who survived We may be feeling 
like things are getting better. But in fact, for many 
women and girls, they are getting worse. 

We are experiencing an aspect of natural 
disasters that rarely receives the attention it de¬ 
serves: the fact that simply being female puts one 
at a far greater risk of suffering harm. 

A recent report by the UN Resident Coordi¬ 
nator in Zimbabwe observed that at least 15,000 
women and girls in the areas affected by Idai are 
at risk of gender-based violence linked to disrup¬ 
tions caused by the storm. 

For example, there was a report of a 14-year- 
old girl who suffered a sexual assault in Chimani- 
mani, a community in eastern Zimbabwe hit hard 
by the cyclone. This one case might be just the tip 
of the iceberg as there are women walking long 


distances to get to places where food and other aid 
is being distributed and being forced to sleep in 
long lines. 

There also are concerns of women and girls 
being asked to provide sex in exchange for access 
to aid. Meanwhile, a UN Flash appeal report has 
noted the lack of privacy and lighting in camps 
for displaced persons, which can increase the risk 
of violence and transactional sex for female storm 
victims. 

This situation is, unfortunately, not unique to 
Cyclone Idai. 

UN Women has highlighted that there is a rise 
in violence, including sexual violence, against 
women and girls in the aftermath of a natural di¬ 
saster.

“I’m confident that little action 
would have occurred, but because 
of the organizing capacity of the 
Bay Area Nation of Islam and ac¬ 
tivists that worked along our side, 
there is today multiple forms of 
police accountability legislation,” 
stated Min.

2010 following a domestic dispute.

The district attorney’s office did 
not file criminal charges, and the 
officers were cleared in a federal 
wrongful death lawsuit filed by his 
widow. 

“I remember him (Uncle Bobby) 
saying, at that time, ‘Wow! This is 
it! Hugging this father, and loving 
this family, has given me strength 
to fight this beast,’ ” recalled his 
wife. 

After that, came outreach to the 
family of Trayvon Martin, a Black 
17 year old killed by vigilante 
George Zimmerman, who was 
acquitted of charges in the fatal 
shooting. Then there was Michael 
Brown, Jr., 18, killed by former

And, when you try to point it 
out to them, unfortunately, some of us become 
our worst enemies and we break the spirit of those 
who want to try and lead us in a better way. 

But I thank God for N’Cobra, I thank God for 
the movement of Black Nationalism and Pan- 
Africanism. I thank God for all of us who struggle 
under different names. But every organization has 
value and only tribalism will keep us from seeing 
the value of one another. So looking at what Dr. 
Worrill said of the Minister in secret and in the 


open supporting everybody who struggles to give 
justice to the Black man and woman of America: 
“Why do you do that when their philosophy is not 
religious or they are not Muslims or they are not 
this or that?” 

It does not matter. 

What does matter is that we are a suffering 
people and we cannot afford the luxury any lon¬ 
ger of feeding the divisions, the tribal manifesta¬ 
tions of slavery and neocolonialism and colonial¬ 
ism. 

We have to see all of us who struggle as one 
nation, one people with one great objective—total 
liberation of every Black man, woman and child 
on our planet. 

One of the things that my teacher, the Honor¬ 
able Elijah Muhammad, said to me was think for 
the whole, speak for the whole. Don’t just think 
for those who are Muslims. Don’t just think for 
those who are Nationalists. Don’t just think for 
those who are Civil Righters. Think for the whole 


no matter who they are; no matter what they 
are; no matter where they are. Think for them, 
stand for them, work for them, live for them 
and when you can’t live anymore, die on be¬ 
half of your people.

ways be relevant no matter how old you are. 

I have a lot of young people around me. When I can look in 
organizations and see the bald and the gray and the toothless, and 
I don’t see the young people in the organization then the organiza¬ 
tion will die when we die. If you’re not attractive 
to young people check yourself. Young people 
know that old people get old. And if they don’t 
know all they got to do is just keep breathing. 
And as the saying goes, you’ll understand it bet¬ 
ter by and by.

To contextualize and offer 
reasons for why Black Man¬ 
hood is an important enough 
topic to publish a book about, 
I shared with the readers some 
quotes to document the peril¬ 
ous history of Black Manhood 
in America. Consider the fol¬ 
lowing quotes on the fear and 
destruction of Black Manhood:

He continued by writing about the fighting nature of 
the African people and it being stimulated by their Is¬ 
lamic faith: 

“With very few exceptions the colored races of Africa 
are preeminently fighters. ... To them the fierce, warlike 
spirit inherent in Mohammedanism (Islam) is infinitely 
more attractive ...” 

Legendary Black historian Edward Wilmont Blyden 
is also on the record as he described the religion of Islam 
as being a steward of and enhancement to the natural 
masculinity of the Black/African people. He wrote in his 
very important book “Christianity, Islam and the Negro 
Race” as the following:

are, what they’re designed to do and how 
they are to be distributed; what forms and 
shape they should be distributed. There’s a 
lot of misperception, a lot of incorrect no¬ 
tions around reparations so at this particu¬ 
lar conference we really want to hammer 
home that there are international norms 
around reparations. When N’COBRA is 
fighting for reparations, that’s what we’re 
looking at—the full repair of our people” 
explained Mr. Howard. 

He said the major misconception is that 
reparations mean fighting “for a check.” 
“Compensation is necessary but it’s not 
the only thing that the struggle is for. There 
are five components to full reparations.” 
According to Mr. Howard two of those 
components include: 

• Sessions and guarantees of non¬ 
repetition: How to stop bad acts that are 
continuing to occur like state sanctioned 
police violence, local and state and na¬ 
tional laws that disproportionately effect 
Black people. 

• Restitution: How to return a peo¬ 
ple back to where they would have been 
had they not been injured in the first place? 
This addresses the structural components 
of education, economics, health disparities 
and other areas. 

Reparations means full repair, not a 
band-aid approach to address the unfair¬ 
ness, injustice and historical ills Blacks 
have experienced and that future genera¬ 
tions of Blacks will continue to face if it is 
not addressed, explained Mr. Howard. 

“We’ve (N’COBRA) been doing this

(Fruit of Islam, the men of the Nation 
of Islam). They guarded me in every 
city into which we went to bring back 
the Nation of Islam,” he explained.

7. As long as we are not allowed to establish a state or 
territory of our own, we demand not only equal justice 
under the laws of the United States, but equal employment 
opportunities— NOW! 

We do not believe that after 400 years of free or nearly 
free labor, sweat and blood, which has helped America 
become rich and powerful, that so many thousands of Black 
people should have to subsist on relief, charity or live in poor 
houses. 

8. We want the government of the United States to 
exempt our people from ALL taxation as long as we are 
deprived of equal justice under the laws of the land. 

9. We want equal education—but separate schools up to 
16 for boys and 18 for girls on the condition that the girls be 
sent to women’s colleges and universities. We want all Black 
children educated, taught and trained by their own teachers. 

Under such schooling system we believe we will make 
a better nation of people. The United States government 
should provide, free, all necessary textbooks and equipment, 
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schools and college buildings. The Muslim teachers shall 
be left free to teach and train their people in the way of 
righteousness, decency and self-respect.

10. We believe that intermarriage or race mixing 
should be prohibited. We want the religion of Islam 
taught without hindrance or suppression. 

These are some of the things that we, the Muslims, 
want for our people in North America. 
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1. WE BELIEVE in the One God Whose proper 
Name is Allah. 

2. WE BELIEVE in the Holy Qur’an and in the 
Scriptures of all the Prophets of God. 

3. WE BELIEVE in the truth of the Bible, but we 
believe that it has been tampered with and must be 
reinterpreted so that mankind will not be snared by 
the falsehoods that have been added to it. 

4. WE BELIEVE in Allah’s Prophets and the 
Scriptures they brought to the people. 

5. WE BELIEVE in the resurrection of the 
dead—not in physical resurrection—but in mental 
resurrection. We believe that the so-called Negroes are 
most in need of mental resurrection, therefore, they will 
be resurrected first. 

Furthermore, we believe we are the people of God’s 
choice, as it has been written, that God would choose 
the rejected and the despised. We can find no other 
persons fitting this description in these last days more 
than the so-called Negroes in America. We believe in 
the resurrection of the righteous. 

6. WE BELIEVE in the judgment; we believe this 
first judgment will take place as God revealed, in 
America. 

7. WE BELIEVE this is the time in history for the 


separation of the so-called Negroes and the so-called 
White Americans. We believe the Black man should be 
freed in name as well as in fact. By this we mean that 
he should be freed from the names imposed upon him by 
his former slave masters. Names which identified him as 
being the slave master’s slave. We believe that if we are 
free indeed, we should go in our own people’s names—the 
Black peoples of the Earth. 

8. WE BELIEVE in justice for all, whether in God or 
not; we believe as others, that we are due equal justice as 
human beings. We believe in equality—as a nation—of 
equals. We do not believe that we are equal with our slave 
masters in the status of “freed slaves.” 

We recognize and respect American citizens as 
independent peoples and we respect their laws which 
govern this nation. 

9. WE BELIEVE that the offer of integration is 
hypocritical and is made by those who are trying to 
deceive the Black peoples into believing that their 400- 
year-old open enemies of freedom, justice and equality 
are, all of a sudden, their “friends.” Furthermore, 
we believe that such deception is intended to prevent 
Black people from realizing that the time in history 
has arrived for the separation from the Whites of this 
nation. 


If the White people are truthful about their professed 
friendship toward the so-called Negro, they can prove 
it by dividing up America with their slaves. 

We do not believe that America will ever be 
able to furnish enough jobs for her own millions of 
unemployed, in addition to jobs for the 20,000,000 
Black people as well. 

10. WE BELIEVE that we who declare ourselves to 
be righteous Muslims, should not participate in wars 
which take the lives of humans. We do not believe this 
nation should force us to take part in such wars, for we 
have nothing to gain from it unless America agrees to 
give us the necessary territory wherein we may have 
something to fight for. 

11. WE BELIEVE our women should be respected 
and protected as the women of other nationalities are 
respected and protected. 

12. WE BELIEVE that Allah (God) appeared in 
the Person of Master W. Fard Muhammad, July, 
1930; the long-awaited “Messiah” of the Christians 
and the “Mahdi” of the Muslims. 

We believe further and lastly that Allah is God 
and besides HIM there is no God and He will bring 
about a universal government of peace wherein we 
all can live in peace together. 
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
